There 
Is only one way to ascertain the qual­ 
ity of a cigar, and that Is to smoke i t 
No expert will pass judgment on a 
cigar 
until 
he 
has 
lighted 
It and 
smoked it well down toward the mid­ 
dle. 
The first and most important 
point upon which he bases his opinion 
is the “burn.” 
Tobacco may have ev­ 
ery other virfue, but if it does Dot hold 
the fire and burn evenly It is poor to­ 
bacco. 
Next in order of importance 
comes 
the aroma—the 
smoke 
must 
have a pleasing “smell;” next comes 
the flavor -the smoke must be smooth 
and not “scratchy” or bitter. 
Then 
there is the color—rich brown, indicat­ 
ing a ripe leaf, well cured—aud last is 
workmanship—good if the wrapper Is 
put on smoothly and the “bunch” is 
made so that the cigar “draws” freely 
and is neither too hard nor too spongy, 
bad if the reverse.—Bohemian Maga­ 
zine.

“ My name is Thomas Daniel Cul­ 
breath, ain 19 years old, have been on 
the line of W ise and Denton counties 
for three weeks; I have been with Tom 
Bolten, 7 miles from Rhome; we lived 
on the W ood y place. 
Tom Bolten 
and I was in Rhome 
on Tuesday 
night, April 20; went from his place 
to Rhome; I walked and lie rode; B o l­ 
ten rode a gray mare belonging to 
Mr. W oody; the mare has a mule 
colt; we left Hie colt in the pasture. 
I left Bolten in the morning and went 
to Rhome and he came; I met him out 
in the edge of town just about good 
dark.

the edge of town and g o t a mare; idle 
was a gray mare about lo 
hands 
high; I had no saddle. 
W e went to 
the blacksmith shop that fronts to the 
railroad ond hitched our horses and 
went to the depot; I hitched to a cot­ 
ton stalk knocker and Bolten hitched 
to a.sulky plow. W e went over to the 
depot to do our planning. 
W e had 
made arrangements to sell the stuff to

Here Culbreath

smith shop he says they proceeded to 
tile M orris store. 
Entering the store 
through a rear window, Culbreath 
states they went about their work. 
“ W e got some cartridges and loaded 
the pistol; we then put some 38 rim 
fires in the grip we had; we took some 
No. 12’s for the shot gun.

and Paid Over to State Treasurer.

Pierce Oil company has settled its 
tine to the state of Texas, due to vio­ 
lation of the state anti-trust law. The 
money was conveyed 7rom the banks 
to the state treasury in the touring 
car of H. A. Wroe, vice president of 
the American National 
bank. 
The 
portion which was on deposit at. the 
American National bank was put into 
the automobile first. 
The machine 
then sped around the corner to the 
Austin National bank and procured 
the amount which that depository had 
in keeping. 
Guards heavily 
armed 
were along. 
Mr. Wroe had charge of 
the cash. 
I be automobile of Captain 
J. I-. Lucy, with 
that gentleman and 
Vice President Volts of the Austin Na­ 
tional bank, followed. 
Both machines

transaction, Asistant Attorney Gener­ 
al Lightfoot filed in the Third court 
of civil appeals the mandate of the 
supreme court of the United States in 
the main or ouster and penalty case.
